In  August  of  the  year  1962,  Governor  Terry  Sanford  suggested  that  a state  sponsored 
school  for  artistically  talented  young  people  be  set  up  in  North  Carolina.  In  June  of 
1963,  after  an  investigation  by  the  group  that  is  now  the  School's  Advisory  Board,  the 
North  Carolina  State  Legislature  passed  a bill  establishing  the  North  Carolina  School 
of  the  Arts: 


"It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  policy  of  the  state  to  foster,  en- 
courage and  promote,  and  to  provide  assistance  for,  the  cultural 
development  of  the  citizens  of  North  Carolina  and  to  this  end  the 
General  Assembly  does  create  and  provide  for  a training  center 
for  instruction  in  the  performing  arts." 


In  March  of  1964  the  School's  advisors  were  named  by  Governor  Sanford  and  in  April 
Winston-Salem  was  selected  as  the  site  for  the  school  after  the  city  raised  $900,000 
in  only  forty-eight  hours. 


Between  May  of  1964  and  September  of  1965  the  School's  Trustees  were  named  as  well 
as  the  first  President,  Dr.  Vittorio  Giannini.  The  artistic  deans  were  also  appointed. 
They  were:  School  of  Dance,  Robert  Lindgren;  School  of  Music,  Dr.  Louis  Mennini; 
Advisory  Director  for  the  School  of  Drama,  William  Ball;  and  Associate  Director  for 
the  School  of  Drama,  William  Trotman.  , 


Finally,  in  September  of  1965,  247  students,  chosen  from  600  who  auditioned,  became 
the  first  student  body  of  the  North  Carolina  School  of  the  Arts  and  a dream  became  a 
fragile  reality. 
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Two  dormitories  standing  in  a sea  of  red  mud  housed 
the  first  students.  Not  all  of  the  furniture  was 
assembled  or  even  un-crated,  so  many  of  the  first 
students  to  arrive  carried  and  distributed  the  mattresses 
and  bolted  together  bunkbeds  in  the  dorm  rooms. 

Everything  was. pretty  well  pulled  together  before  the  Winter 
set  in  however,  and  by  Spring  a tiny  sprout  of  ivy  had 
begun  to  creep  up  one  wall  of  the  men's  dormitory. 

The  first  year  was  one  of  experimentation  with  this 
novel  idea  of  providing  a complete  academic  and 
artistic  curriculum  for  students  on  a high  school 
and  college  level.  Portions  of  the  Gray  High  School 
building,  leased  from  the  city  for  $1.00  a year 
were  converted  into  dance  studios  and  music  practice 
rooms.  The  gym  became  a theater  for  the  School  of 
Drama's  work. 

There  was  an  environment  of  change  and  adaptation. 

Strict  social  rules  were  relaxed  gradually.  After 
all,  in  an  atmosphere  designed  to  promote  artistic 
and  individual  freedom  it  was  rather  unnecessary 
for  the  students  to  have  to  sign  out  to  go  to 
practice  in  the  Main  Building  after  dinner. 

In  June  of  1966  the  School  won  national  recognition 
with  the  NEA  Pacemaker  Award  and  55  high  school 
seniors  were  graduated.  The  School  had  survived 
its  first  year  and  the  following  September  265 
students  enrolled  for  the  second. 

There  were  three  students  in  each  of  the  dormitory 
rooms  that  year  but  there  was  a minimum  of  tension 
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and  the  close  unified  atmosphere  of  the  previous  year 
was  carried  over.  There  were  daily 
required  convocations  then;  shortly  after  breakfast 
the  entire  student  body  filed  into  their  assigned  seats 
in  the  auditorium  for  announcements  before  their  first 
classes  began  at  8:00. 

In  November  the  student  body  was  stunned  to  hear  the 
announcement  of  Dr.  Giannini's  death  in  New  York. 
Work  got  under  way  again  as  Dr.  Mennini  became  acting 
President. 

In  December  the  Dance  Department  gave  its  first 
performance  of  the  traditional  Christmas  ballet, 

''The  Nutcracker,"  to  a full  house  at  Reynolds 
Auditorium. 

Princess  Irene  of  Greece  visited  the  School  in  January 
and  the  red  carpets  were  rolled  out  all  over  the  school. 
The  students  were  perhaps  more  impressed  with  the  free 
cookies  given  out  in  the  library  and  with  the  new  video- 
tape machine  that  was  used  to  record  the  visit. 

Robert  Ward  was  named  as  the  new  President  of  the 
North  Carolina  School  of  the  Arts  in  March  and  in  June 
the  second  high  school  class  and  the  first  college 
seniors  graduated. 

The  first  summer  sessions  of  the  various  departments 
were  held  that  summer.  The  Drama  Department  began 
operating  the  Festival  Theater  and  presented  six  plays 
in  the  eight  week  period.  The  first  summer  session 
for  the  music  students  was  held  in  Siena,  Italy. 
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During  the  School's  third  year  students  from  the  Dance, 
Music  and  Drama  Departments  toured  state  high  schools  and 
the  "Nutcracker"  ballet  was  completely  sold  out  for 
the  second  year. 

In  January  work  began  on  two  new  dormitories.  Rumor  had 
it  that  they  would  be  done  by  the  following  fall. 

In  the  Spring  a Rockefeller  grant  established  the 
Piedmont  Chamber  Players;  a festival  of  contemporary  arts 
was  presented  and  the  Dance,  Drama  and  Music  departments 
toured  state  high  schools  for  the  second  time. 

During  the  second  summer  session  music  students  once 
again  studied  in  Siena  and  the  dancers  participated 
in  the  Festival  Theater  in  Winston-Salem. 

The  fourth  year  began  with  a record  number  of  340 
students  and  a new  department  ””  the  School  of  Design 
and  Production  — thereafter  referred  to  as  the  "Tech 
Department." 

It  was  a year  much  like  the  others:  tours  came  and  went, 
the  Blue  Goose  carried  students  to  and  from  the  third 
annual  sold-out  performances  of  "Nutcracker",  there 
was  the  annual  epidemic  of  the  galloping-winter-throat- 
crud,  three  "meals"  were  served  daily  in  the  cafeteria, 
completion  of  the  new  dormitories  was  still  just 
around  the  corner  and  twenty-four  hours  was  still  never 
enough  time  for  the  students  to  get  a day's  work  done. 

The  Drama  Department's  production  of  Oliver  Goldsmith's 
"She  Stoops  To  Conquer"  was  chosen  as  one  of  the  ten 
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finalists  from  176  colleges  in  the  nation  and  the 
production  was  performed  in  Ford's  Theater  in  Washington, 

D.C.  in  May. 

Work  was  also  begun  on  the  Student  Commons  Building  in  May. 
Rumor  had  it  that  the  edifice  would  be  completed  for 
the  next  fall  term.  Hmmmm. 

During  the  following  summer  session,  Instrumental 
Workshops  were  held  for  junior  high  school  students. 
Meanwhile  in  Italy,  the  music  students  returned  to 
Siena  for  the  third  year  and  dance  students  toured 
northern  Italy  most  successfully  as  the  members  of  the 
North  Carolina  Dance  Theatre. 

The  fifth  year  beginning  in  September  of  1969  was  similar 
to  past  years  and  yet  very  different.  The  unique  flavor 
of  the  School  was  still  present  but  we  had  begun  to  suffer 
from  growing  pains  in  almost  every  area.  The  two  new 
dormitories  were  still  unfinished  when  the  students 
arrived,  so  the  junior  high  and  high  school  girls  were 
housed  at  the  Y.W.C.A.'s  Camp  Flanes.  The  novelty  of 
that  environment  wore  off  some  time  before  the  dormitories 
finally  became  ready  for  occupancy. 

There  was  justifiable  dissent  and  agitation  for  badly  needed 
changes  in  ail  aspects  of  the  School;  most  of  these  were 
answered  the  following  year.  Productions  went  on  as 
usual  because,  as  usual,  everyone  was  concerned  for 
their  successes.  Dissent  at  this  School  has  never  been 
of  a destructive  nature  because  the  School  of  the  Arts 
means  a great  deal  to  all  of  the  students  and  faculty 
and  administration,  and  its  continued  functioning  at  the 
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highest  level  is  everyone's  concern. 

Perhaps  it  was  the  incident  at  Kent  State  that  motivated 
so  many  of  us  as  we  realized  the  necessity  for  the 
School  to  become  more  involved  and  less  an  isolated 
institution;  at  any  rate,  we  began  to  examine  our  faults 
as  well  as  our  virtues.  The  School  was  maturing  with  its 
student  body. 

The  School  is  now  in  its  sixth  year  of  operation.  We 
have  close  to  500  students,  two  new  dormitories  and  a 
completed  Commons  Building.  Many  of  the  social  regulations 
have  been  changed  at  last,  due  to  the  previous  year's 
petitioning,  and  the  health  and  food  services  on  the 
campus  have  been  vastly  improved.  Curriculum  changes 
have  been  made  to  give  the  academic  courses  rather  more 
relevance  both  to  the  student  as  an  artist  and  as  a 
member  of  this  strange  Society  we  will  function  in 
when  we  leave  here.  Many  more  changes  must  and  will  be 
made  as  the  North  Carolina  School  of  the  Arts  continues  to 
grow.  It  is  a fine  school,  one  whose  concepts  deserve 
a future  as  well  as  a history. 
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During  the  summer  of  1970  the  school  of 

dance  sponsored  the  North  Carolina  Dance  Theater 

on  a tour  of  Italy.  The  three  week  tour, 

lasting  from  August  second  until  August 

twenty-fourth,  took  the  company  of  twenty-one 

dancers,  two  technicians,  and 

two  guest  artists,  Karol  Shimoff  and  Jacques 

d'Amboise,  through  northern  Italy  to  give 

performances  in  Lucca,  Livorno,  Asolo, 

Montalcino,  Porto  Venere,  Siena,  San  Gimignano, 
and  Castelione  Della  Pescaia. 
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The  summer  of  1970  took  one  hundred  and 
four  music  students  to  Siena,  Italy  for 
the  fifth  summer  session  of  The  School 
of  Music  of  The  North  Carolina  School 
of  the  Arts.  During  the  eight  week 
session  the  orchestra  gave  concerts  in 
Poggibonsi,  Montalcino,  Livorno,  and  Roma. 
The  Camerata  Chamber  Singers,  consisting 
of  seventeen  singers  from  the  school, 
toured  giving  concerts  in  a number  of 
Italian  cities,  and  in  Lausanne,  Switzerland. 
They  also  participated  in  the  international 
festival,  Europa  Cantat  IV,  in  Graz,  Austria. 
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Twenty  drama  students  from  the  North  Carolina 
School  of  the  Arts  spent  six  weeks  of  study 
in  Bromley,  England,  in  affiliation  with  the 
Rose  Bruford  College.  Workshops  and  lectures 
on  Shakespeare,  Shaw,  and  Coward,  mime,  period 
dance,  stage  fighting,  and  the  history  of 
costume  design  were  given  by  guest  lecturers. 

Among  the  several  plays  seen  in  and  around 
London  by  the  students  were  ''The  Merchant  of 
Venice",  "Hedda  Gabler",  and  "The  Beau  Strategen" 
by  the  National  Theater  Company,  "Hamlet"  and 
"Twelfth  Night"  by  the  Royal  Shakespeare  Company, 
and  "The  Tempest"  by  the  Mermaid  Theater  Company. 
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On  Visiting  The  Washington  Zoo  Aviary  The  Day  After  The  Day  After  April  Fool's  Day 
by  Kathleen  Fitzgerald
